become    a    life  member,  but  without 
convention  prlvilccres  anless  duly    el 
ected  a  delegate. 

(b)  There  shall  be  three  trustees  tr) 
huve  charge  of  the  life  membership 
fund,  who  shall  be  appointed  by,  and 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  tlz 
their  remuneration. 

(c)  The  trust  fund  shall  be  deposit- 
o(l  in  a  chartered  bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  life  trust  fund  of  the  Saskat- 
chewan Grain  Growers'  Association 
<  incorporated),  and  shall  only  be 
withdrawn  at  the  order  of  the  trus- 
tees. 

(d)  Two  dollars  of  the  life  mem- 
bership fee  shall  go  into  the  general 
revenue  of  the  Central  Association; 
ten  dollars  shall  go  Into  a  trust  fund 
to  be  invested  by  the  trustees,  secur- 
ed by  first  mortgages  on  improved 
farm  lands,  at  K»  per  cent,  of  their 
valuation.  The  interest  only  of  this 
fund  shall  go  into  the  general  reven- 
ue of  the  Central  Association. 

(e)  The  trustees  shall  give  security 
by  bonds,  satisfactory  to  the  execu- 
tive, as  provided  in  provincial  trust 
ordinance. 

(f)  They  shall  present  to  the  dir- 
ertors,  who  shall  present  it  to  the 
annual  meeting,  a  report,  showing 
the  amouat  of  the  fund,  amount  of 
security  held,  earnings  of  fund,  ex- 
pense arid  net  revenue. 

(g)  The  trustees  shall  elsct  a  chair- 


man      and     secretary-trcastirer     from 
among  themselves. 

(h)  The  trustees  shall  issue  a  cer 
tificate  ,  to  each  life  member.  The. ' 
shall  be  numbered  consecutively..

Any  mem- 
ber desirous  of  asking  a  question  on 
the  subject  introduced  may  do  so 
verbally,  but  if  he  desires  to  ask 
more  than  two  questions,  he  must 
.submit  them  to  the  Secretary  in 
writi"g.
